74. A process for a prophylaxis and therapy of prostata carcinoma and other tu- 
mors as well as of metastases by an administration of at least one compound 
or pharmaceutical composition according to any of the preceding claims 1 to 
30 in an amount required for a prophylactic or therapeutic treatment. 

75. A process for a prophylaxis and therapy of the Heavy Acute Respiratoty Syn- 
drome (Schweres Akutes Respiratorisches Syndrom; SARS) by an admini- 
stration of at least one compound or pharmaceutical composition according to 
any of the preceding claims 1 to 30 in an amount required for a prophylactic or 
therapeutic treatment. 

76. A process for a prophylaxis and therapy of sepsis and sepsis-like conditions 
by an administration of at least one compound or pharmaceutical composition 
according to any of the preceding claims 1 to 30 in an amount required for a 
prophylactic or therapeutic treatment. 
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
